Officers have l>een elected, 
capital subscribed, and applications for 
the indorsement of not leas than HOO.OOO,- 
000 in bonds have already come up for con- 
sideration. To avoid the notoriety inci- 
dent to obtaining a new charter In this 
etate the organizers went to Kentucky, 
where they applied to the legislature for 
the incorporation of the "American Bank, 
Trust, and Guarantee company." It was 
specified by the charter that the directors 
should have power to change the name at 
their pleasure, and one of the first official 
acts was to tako advantage of this privi- 
lege. 


An Extraordinary Charter. 


The capitul stock of the American com- 


pany is fixed at $50,000 in cash, but the 
clause was inserted that the board of 
directors should have the power to in- 
crease this capital from time to time and 
to such an extent as they might deem best 
for the interests of the company. This 
charter is said by some of the gentlemen 
interested to be the only one of its kind in 
the United States and to be extraordinary 
In the special privileges it grants. It pro- 
Tide* that in addition to the ordinary 
•hares or capital stock the directors may 
Issue from time to time, to an extent not 
to exceed one-fifth of the number of ordi-

the bucket-shop circle in Wall street know 
Just how a bucket-shop proprietor fails. 
The usual method has been for him to 
quietly slip out of the back door with the 
"bank" in his pocket, leaving the custom- 
ers inside to whistle. When Doran, of 63 
Kew street, started to leave his bucket- 
thop he casually 
announced 
that he 


wanted to ses a man 
uptown. 
This 


aroused lively suspicions, and the patrons 
didn't want him to see anybody but them- 
selves. He convinced them that what was 
left of the bank was all right, and that he 
bad left it behind. Then he was permitted 
to go on his way. 


A I^ook at the Hooks. 


He returned in a couple of hours and an- 


nounced that he hadn't seen his man and 
couldn't meet his obligations. He pro 
posed that si.T of the old patrons go over 
his books and announce how much was 
left In the '•bank." 
For an hour they puz 


«led over the books, and then the spokes- 
man announced that Doran could pay 12 
cents on the dollar. This was received 
with hilarious cheers. It was so different 
from the usual method of the bucket-shop 
proprietor in settling with his patrons that 
Doran was voted to be a good fellow.

PltRBE, S. I)., May 15.—The supreme 


court has rendered a decision of general in- 
terest to farmers in this state, as it affects 
the validity of thousands of dollars worth 
of notes. The 
Marsh-Whitney Binder 


company borrowed of one Hegeler, $30,000, 
and gave as collateral a batch of notes 
which, though bearing 10 per cent, inter 
est, had the further clause attached that 
they should bear only S per cent, if paid 
when due. It was conceded that the ma- 
chines were no good whatever, but Hege- 
ler claimed to be a flna tide holder of the 
notes by reason of his ignorance of the de- 
fects when the notes were taken as col- 
lateral before. The supreme court now 
affirms Judge Tripp's decision that a 
not* containing two rates of interest is 
non-negotiable, and that Hegeler conse- 
quently took the notes subject to any 
equities "between the original parties. The 
decision relieves all farmers who Llave 
jflven these notes of the necessity of pay- 
ing for worthless machines.

WASHINGTON CITY, May 15.—Congress- 


men from agricultural states and members 
of the Farmers' National Alliance crowded 
the ways and means' coommittee room at 
the capitol to hear Mr. Livingstone, the 
national lecturer of the alliance expound 
his views on the Pickler bill for the estab- 
lishment of sub-treasuries for the deposit 
of grain, oats, corn, tobacco and cotton. 
Mr. Livingstone said there need be no mis- 
apprehension concerning the objects of the 
alliance. It was not seekiug to displac 
the ruling political partiea. 
The sub 


treasury bill had nothing to do with th 
tariff. The formers asked that the sub 
treasury bill be passed. Fifty-eight home 
of farmers had been sold in Connecticut ii 
one day this week. Relief was dcrminuei 
and the fanners knew how to get it. 


Would Kill the lltuiket-Khoiw. 


He quoted President Lincoln's prodic 


tiou that corporations would be enthroned 
that the property of the country would b 
concentrated, and that the republic itscl 
would be overthrown.

United States in foreign markets, and to 
import tree of duty into this country all 
aiticles of commerce purchased in sucli for- 
eign markets by 'he sale, or exchange, of the. 
farm products of this country. 
Provided 


that all subjects of trade or commerce M> 
imported free of duty shall be fur use and 
bent fit of the farmers so importing the 
same, and for their own consumption, and 
shall not be sold in the markets of this 
country in competition with like articles on 
which a duty shall have been paid. Th u 
it shall be the duty of the secretary of the 
treasury to make all needed rules and regu 
lations to p nperly carry into effect the 
f"rej<oing provisions relating to the sale 
and exchange of the products of Atuericau 
farmers in foreign u arke.ts." 


Of courss the amendment was defeated, 


and that by a strict party vote. The dem 
oerats were solidly in favor of it, and the 
r^pub Scans as 
unanimously against it. 


Now, we understand the local organs ( 
the republican party tc siy that it is their 
grand central wish to procure a market for 
the farmer, and that the best market in the 
world.
